CUCUMBERS grown just a 
few minutes from the isle’s 
supermarkets are being driv¬ 
en across Kent and back 
before hitting local shelves. 

Produce from the Thanet Earth salad¬ 
growing complex near Monkton is on 
sale in isle Tesco and Asda stores now. 

However, rather than send the veg¬ 
etables to the shops, lorries collect it 
and then ship it to depots in Maidstone 
and Dartford, before a decision is 
made on how much to send back. 

The lorry movements have already 
accounted for thousands of so-called 
food miles - the distance food travels

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from store to a consumers hands. It is 
one way of measuring the environ¬ 
mental impact of food. 

Thanet Earth, which is the largest 
complex of its kind in the UK, revealed 
the procedure last week, but its web¬ 
site states that the project has “excep¬ 
tional green credentials” and that its 
“tomatoes, peppers and cucumbers 
have a very low carbon footprint”. 

The news has angered green cam¬ 
paigners, who say it is hypocritical. 


Patrick Jarman, from Thanet 
Friends of the Earth, said: “It’s 
absurd. How can they claim to have a 
low carbon footprint if this is what 
they are doing? If they have their 
own packaging facilities, you have to 
wonder why this happens.” 

A Thanet Earth spokesman said: 
“Cucumbers are available in Tesco 
and Asda in the local area. At the 
moment we deliver to Tesco in 
Maidstone and Asda in Dartford, and 
from there they distribute them to 
stores throughout the South East. 

“It is the system all the major super¬ 
markets operate - they tell us how

BA cargo flights 
from Manston 
dead on runway

KENT International Airport 
at Manston will not serve as 
a hub for British Airways 
World Cargo after the airline 
pulled out of a potential deal. 

BAWC has decided to maintain its 
long-haul operation at Stansted 
rather than relocate to Manston. 

The news was announced today 
(March 11). 

Matt Clarke, chief executive of KIA, 
said he was “disappointed”. 

The New Zealander said: “Like any 
business that bids for a new contract 
and is unsuccessful, we are obviously 
disappointed with this news. 

“However, this negotiation was only 
one of several opportunities we have 
been pursuing and we are pleased 
with the level of interest shown by car¬ 
riers in operating at KIA.” 

Thanet council extended the air¬ 
port’s night-flying hours last month to 
prepare for BAWC’s possible arrival at 
Manston, although the airline’s name 
was never officially revealed. 

Councillors voted to allow 11 extra 
flights a week to land and take off, 
extending the hours when planes 
could land. 

They could land as early as 6am and 
as late as 11.30pm, despite protests 


from members of the local community 
objecting to the decision. 

Mr Clarke said he was still upbeat 
about attracting more airlines. 

He said: “We are committed to 
attracting further freight operators to 
the airport and ensuring the success¬ 
ful return of scheduled passenger 
services to a range of destinations in 
line with the development proposals 
outlined in our draft master plan. 

“The fact that Kent International 
was considered alongside Stansted 
shows how far its reputation in the 
industiy has progressed since Infratil 
acquired it in 2005 and this bodes well 
for future business. 

iC We have now established a solid 
base of regular freight customers, and 
tonnage has bounced back after the 
temporary reduction associated with 
the administration of MK Airlines.” 

He went on: We would like to thank 
Thanet District Council and the local 
community for their support in our 
efforts to secure the new business. 

We have received a great deal of 
support from our neighbours and 
stakeholders and it has been hearten¬ 
ing to see the clear recognition in 
Thanet that growth at the airport will 
bring with it employment and oppor¬ 
tunity to local people. 

We are now able to confirm that the 
operator was British Airways World 
Cargo and that they have informed us 
that they will remain at Stansted.”

many they want, we deliver them to 
the depot and then they take them 
where they want.” 

At present a cucumber that goes 
from Monkton to Maidstone and back 
will clock up some 76 miles, while 
those that go Dartford and back will 
travel 108 miles. 

The distance from Thanet Earth to 
the furthest store that stocks its pro¬ 
duce is just seven miles on the road. 

Thanet Earth says it will be chang¬ 
ing the method of delivery soon, but 
any change will still involve the veg¬ 
etables being sent across the county 
and back again. 

The spokesman said: “The customer 
lorries will be calling in at Thanet 
Earth and collecting the product in an 
empty truck and taking it back to the 
depot, having delivered their stock to 
the area.” 

Meanwhile, the isle’s shoppers have 
found identifying the produce difficult. 

Last week, no special stickers or 
labelling had been placed on the 
cucumbers in stores. 

But the spokesman said: “Tesco 
cucumbers are identified with a yel¬ 
low Thanet Earth label as of this 
weekend.” 

The Tesco labels will say ‘Grown in 
Thanet Earth’, while Asda’s will state 
‘Grown in Kent’. 

Tomatoes and peppers will appear 
on supermarket shelves in the next 
couple of weeks. 

The cucumbers started selling for 
£1.28 at Tesco, but by Friday the price 
had dropped to 80p. 

Man is arrested on 
suspicion of murder 

A MAN is still in custody following 
his arrest in connection with the 
death of a man in Ramsgate. 

A 51-year-old male was found dead 
by paramedics and police officers at 
the flat in Birch Court, Hillbrow 
Road, on Sunday night. 

He has been named as Andrew 
Worton and he was found with seri¬ 
ous head injuries. 

He was taken to the QEQM 
Hospital in Margate, where he was 
treated but died on Monday morning. 

A 36-year-old Broadstairs man was 
arrested on suspicion of murder and 
remains in custody at Margate police 
station.

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Council chief refuses 
to stand down after 
standards reprimand 


THE isle’s Labour councillors 
are calling on their political 
rivals to “stand up and be 
counted” and oust Thanet 
council leader Sandy Ezekiel 
after his latest reprimand. 

Cllr Ezekiel has been censured for his 
behaviour by the council’s standards 
committee after an incident in June last 
year at Margate’s Edinburgh Woollen Mill 
shop involving Labour ward councillor 
Iris Johnston. 

She was collecting a petition from Mar¬ 
gate traders concerned about the possible 
redeployment of community wardens 
away from the town centre. 

They were handing it to her when Cllr 
Ezekiel and deputy leader Roger Latchford 
showed up, sparking an incident. 

The pair’s conduct was made the sub¬ 
ject of an investigation by a standards 
and referrals sub-committee. 

And on Monday night the committee 
announced that Cllr Ezekiel had broken 
the code of conduct on two counts: by 
failing to treat others with respect and by 
bringing the office into disrepute. 

Cllr Latchford was found to be in 
breach of one paragraph of the code but 
escaped sanctions. 

Cllr Ezekiel was severely rebuked in 
the form of a censure (formal repri- 
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mand). It is the second time the leader 
has faced the standards board and been 
found in breach of rules. 

He was also criticised by the standards 
board after an altercation with Labour 
councillor Doug Clarke at the Mayor’s 
Ball in April 2007. 

Both men were cleared of “bullying” 
and have since apologised to Cllr 
Johnston by letter. 

She says she has accepted the apology, 
but now Labour councillors are calling for 
the leader to step down or, worse, be 
removed from office by his own party. 

Disrepute 

Speaking after the meeting, some of 
Labour’s leading members made their 
feelings clear. 

Labour group leader Richard Nicholson 
said: “It’s down to the decent members of 
the Conservative Party to do something 
now. Cllr Ezekiel has shown he is not fit 
to be the leader of Thanet council or to 
represent Thanet.” 

He added: “Is this the leader Thanet 
wants and, more importantly, deserves?” 

Cllr David Green said: “Do the mem¬ 
bers of the Conservative Party want to be 
led by this man? It’s over to them. They 
must stand up and be counted.” 


His wife, Cllr Elizabeth Green, added: 
“It’s time for those members who say so 
much to us about the leadership in pri¬ 
vate to now come forward and put their 
own house in order.” 

But yesterday morning Cllr Ezekiel 
said there was no way he would resign. 

He told Yourthanet: “Labour would call 
for me to resign, but I will not be standing 
down. I stand by my record as leader and 
the things we have achieved in that time. 

“That is what counts. It’s time to stop 
attacking the man and to get back to 
policy.” 

He added he now wanted to “move on”. 

Cllr Johnston said that if she had 
received an apology shortly after the 
event she would have left the matter. 
However, she said she was left with little 
choice after none was forthcoming. 

With her colleagues’ support she chose 
to take the matter forward through offi¬ 
cial channels. 

An early apology could have saved 
thousands of taxpayers’ pounds as the 
process would not have begun. 

The standards committee chairwoman 
Jennifer Stemdale said: “It is unfort¬ 
unate that an apology was not forthcom¬ 
ing immediately after the incident - it 
would have saved the council a consider¬ 
able amount of time and resources.” 

She said it was to their credit that both 
men had apologised to Cllr Johnston.

Ladyman takes 
up chair at new 
Commons body 

THANET South MP Dr Steve 
Ladyman has been elected as the 
first chairman of the new South 
East Region Select Committee of 
the House of Commons. 

The committee, which is being 
boycotted by Conservative and 
Liberal Democrats, examines the 
work and performance of organisa¬ 
tions like the South East England 
Development Agency (Seeda), with 
the aim of making them work more 
effectively. 

Dr Ladyman said: “There are key 
regional bodies that determine how 
well our economy and public services 
work. For the first time, these organi¬ 
sations which spend tens of millions 
of pounds of our money will be scruti¬ 
nised by the Commons.” 

Other organisations that will be 
monitored include GOSE and the 
Strategic Health Authority. 

Dr Ladyman added: “Seeda pre¬ 
pares an economic strategy for the 
region and spends millions on local 
projects. The Strategic Health 
Authority is responsible for the 
development of the health service 
here in the South East. 

‘We have a South East Minister 
and a Government Office of the 
South East. Until now these people 
and organisations have not had to 
answer to the UK Parliament, but 
now they will.” 


Duo impress judges 
in finals of European 
Dance Championships 


A WESTGATE duo have impressed 
at a prestigious international dance 
championships. 

Representing England, Ian Sharpe 
and his partner Victoria Lawrence 
competed at the Campeonato De 
Europa De Bade last month. 

Also known as the European Champ¬ 
ionships of Dance, the event took place 
in the grand setting of the Palacio San 
Miguel in Torremelinos, Spain. 

The venue was transformed into a 
ballroom setting for the champi¬ 
onships, which took place over the 
course of a week. 

Transformed 

Victoria said: “It made for a spec¬ 
tacular arena transformed by 
metres of fabric and chandelier 
lights into a grand ballroom seating 
more than 5,000 spectators.” 

The isle pair made it to the final of 
every dance they entered, impressing 
the panel of 20 judges. 

Couples from countries such as 
Spain, Portugal, France, Bulgaria 
and Italy took part, but only two 
couples represented England. 

Victoria said: “An unusual feature 
of this competition was that profes¬ 


sionals danced directly against ama¬ 
teurs, so you could have a student 
dancing directly in competition with 
their teachers. 

“Some of the competitors were 
extremely strong and it made for a 
hard choice for the judges, who had 
the unenviable task of judging all of 
the 1,500 competitors grouped in dif¬ 
ferent dance categories.” 

The prestigious European Com¬ 
bination championship final which 
involves dancing ballroom, Latin 
and Argentine tango, was held on 
the final Saturday night. 

Victoria said: “A wide range of 
dance knowledge is essential and we 
were dancing to a packed audience. 

“Every seat was taken and just 
about every aisle was full with very 
enthusiastic spectators.” 

After completing the dancing, Ian 
and Victoria had a nail-biting wait to 
see if they had won any of the presti¬ 
gious titles and were awarded sec¬ 
ond place and crowned vice-champions 
in the European Championship. 

Victoria added: “We are looking 
forward to next year when we hope 
to return and perhaps challenge the 
champions.”

Louts, slobs and vandals have been spoiling the 
work of environmental volunteers on the isle. 

Youngsters working with Trees For Thanet in 
Park Road, Birchington, planted a hedgerow 
there more than ten years ago, but their efforts 
are being ruined by flytipping, littering and the 
firing of stolen cars. A burnt-out car now adorns 
the hedgerow, while several bags of rubbish 
have been dumped there. 

Trees For Thanet leader Paul Wells said: "The 
problem of littering and deliberate dumping is 
worse now than ten years ago. A car has been 
driven through a hedge youngsters planted in 
1997 and then set fire to. 

"If those responsible feel the need to 'dump 
and burn', for goodness sake do it on open 
ground without causing additional damage. 

"A section of mature hedge that has taken 12 
years to grow will now need to be replanted. 

"I am angry and disgusted with the mindless 
morons we have in our midst. 

"This is very disheartening to our young 
volunteers giving up their Saturday mornings to 
make Thanet a better place for us all." 


Call for business rates to be 
frozen to help isle's retailers 


'I ain't a chick or a 
bird' said attacker 

LORRAINE Philpott got her retaliation 
in first when she thought a friend was 
being ripped off! 

She attacked Victoria Woolward, start¬ 
ing a struggle inside a flat, Margate 
magistrates heard. 

Philpott, 32, of Northdown Road, 
Cliftonville, was drunk and swearing 
when she arrived. 

When Miss Woolward said “See you, 
chick,” Philpott snarled “I ain’t a chick or 
a bird. I ain’t got feathers”. Then she 
punched her in the face and pulled her 
hair. Both ended up rolling on the floor. 

Julie Farbrace, prosecuting, said Miss 
Woolward suffered a bruised right eye and 
cheekbone. Philpott admitted assault. 

The case was adjourned until Monday, 
March 23. 

BBC star on hand 
at theatre festival 

THE first Kent County Youth Theatre 
Festival takes place in Ramsgate on 
Sunday (March 22). 

The event will be held at The Marlowe 
Academy, with young people from across 
the county taking part in workshops on 
masks, musical theatre, film, special 
effects make-up and physical theatre. 

It is hoped the festival will become an 
annual event. 

Ramsgate’s Artwise Youth Centre and 
Theatre Royal Margate are taking part. 

Children’s BBC presenter Sophie 
McDonnell will be on hand to share her 
expertise, along with professionals from 
Cre8tive Productions. 

The festival starts at 10.30am, with 
workshops starting at 11.15am and final 
performances from 7pm. 
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THE isle’s traders look set to be hit 
hard by next month’s rise in busi¬ 
ness rates. 

The five per cent hike will mean many 
businesses facing higher bills in a time of con¬ 
tinuing economic gloom. 

Mark Spray, of Invicta Motors, in Margate 
Road, Broadstairs, said: “We pay around 
£44,000 a year in business rates and the rise 
will take it up by another £2,500. It is a massive 
increase in the current climate when so many 
other parts of business are shrinking. 

“We’ll have to sell many more cars to make 
this up - but who to? It’s no great news that 
the car industry is suffering badly.” 

Laura Sandys, the Conservative Parlia¬ 
mentary candidate for Thanet South, is calling 
for the Government to suspend the increase 
due to the harsh economic climate. 

She said: “Across Thanet we are seeing some 
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local household names going out of business. It 
is in the power of the Labour Government to 
stop this increase before we see more shops in 
our high streets die and before more companies 
have to make staff redundant. 

“In our area more than most, we rely on small 
family-owned businesses who live off their earn¬ 
ings. They do not have the ability to increase 
their prices by five per cent in this difficult mar¬ 
ket, so they will have to find cuts elsewhere.” 

Flexible 

She added: “Business rates are no longer in 
the hands of local or county councils and are 
imposed directly from central government. 

“It is they who will need to answer for bust 
companies who might be rated out of business.” 

David Foley, of the East Kent Chamber of 


Commerce, said: “The rates rise in April and 
are fixed from inflation rates in September. 

“That happens to be the highest rate and the 
worst possible thing that could be done in the 
current recession. 

‘We should be a little flexible and more 
understanding of the economic climate. 

“In Thanet the last thing they need is a 
hammer blow on the rates. Small firms in par¬ 
ticular will suffer.” 

Mr Foley said that the licensing trade was 
suffering in particular. 

He is calling for a tax reduction on draught 
beer, with an increase of tax of canned and bot¬ 
tled beer sold in supermarkets and off-licences. 

He said: “At a stroke it will keep businesses 
open and keep communities alive. 

“I drive past four or five pubs on the way to 
work that are closed. Some of them have been 
open for hundreds of years - it’s terribly sad.”

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Carlton'needs support if 
it has future as a cinema' 


“USE it or lose it!” The message to 
the people of Westgate-on-Sea 
couldn’t be any clearer as they face 
the prospect of losing the town’s 
Carlton Cinema. 

The venue is up for sale and buyers are being 
sought, but residents say that it needs to 
remain as a functioning business to attract any 
possible investors 

Reeltime Cinemas, which owns the Carlton, 
has gone into administration, but ward council¬ 
lor Simon Moores says that should not spell the 
end of the line for the three-screen picturehouse. 

“It’s important that people continue to use the 
cinema while it is still trading and I urge them 
to do so,” he said. 

“It is a question of rallying the community 
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because if we can boost it up and make it an 
attractive proposition as possible then perhaps 
someone will want to buy it.” 

Reeltime closed Dreamland cinema in 
Margate in 2007 and now the whole company 
has been placed in administration. 

Atmosphere 

Its cinemas in Heme Bay and Sittingboume 
also face an uncertain future despite film audi¬ 
ences being at a 40-year high. 

Offers are being invited to buy the cinemas. 

Westgate resident Naomi Mills, who lives in 
the same road as the Carlton, said: “I’ll try to 
make a few extra trips to the cinema in the 
coming months to support the place. 


“I’ve been using the cinema for many years, 
ever since I moved here, and will be totally 
gutted if it closes. 

“I think it will be a real blow to the place, it is 
one of the things what makes the place what it 
is and is so well-known in and around Thanet. 

“It has three screens, so there’s usually 
something good on and it’s just a nice place to 
go and watch films because it has more of a 
community atmosphere than, say, Vue at 
Westwood Cross.” 

Camille Sutton from the Thanet Film Society 
added: “It’s all a great shame. It’s good for an 
area to have a variety of cinemas to go to. I’m 
sorry to hear the situation both at the Carlton 
and the Kavanagh in Heme Bay. 

“If people do support their local cinemas, it 
will be for the benefit of us all.”

Prison rehab plea 
gets turned down 

DRUG addict Nathan Donaldson plead¬ 
ed to go to prison for rehab treatment, 
but magistrates turned him down. 

Donaldson, of Dane Park Avenue, 
Ramsgate, didn’t bother to turn up at 
dmg-testing sessions after being found 
in possession of a black kitchen knife. 

Stuart Green, defending, said 
Donaldson, 21, had the knife because a 
neighbour had been aggravating his 
grandmother. 

The self-confessed heroin user said he 
had consulted his local GP but wasn’t 
convinced the probation service could 
help him. 

Giving him a conditional discharge 
for a year, chairman of the bench Peter 
Gill said: “I think you are wrong in not 
giving the probation service the chance 
to help you. 

“Your idea of a short spell in prison is 
not the answer. 

“We could sentence you to a month in 
prison, which would be cut to, in effect, ten 
days, which is not enough to do anything. 

“If you are not willing to take this 
chance, I can’t see how you can be helped.” 



A BLAST FROM THE PAST 

It was like a scene from wartime Britain when pupils from St Nicholas-at- Wade CEP School 
dressed up as evacuees. They re-enacted the evacuation of children from towns and cities that 
took place when the Second World War set in. 

Bystanders in Birchington looked on as the year six children trudged through the village on 
their way to the station, complete with gas-mask boxes, sandwiches in greaseproof paper and 
clothing from the late 30s and early 40s. They boarded a train to Dover, where they enjoyed a day 
at the town's museum for their wartime studies. 

The children sourced their own clothes from charity shops and had their hair made into 
wartime styles. The teachers and parents who accompanied them on the trip also dressed up, and 
even the food the party ate was of the era. 

One teacher said: "We had a great day. We got a lot of strange looks, but older people we met 
on the train said it brought back memories for them. If the children can experience a little bit of 
this for themselves, then it helps them get a much better idea of how things happened." 


Drop It And Cop It keeps its promise 


FOUR isle residents and a visitor from 
London have been handed hefty fines for 
dropping litter or allowing their dogs to foul. 

The action was part of Thanet council’s 
Drop It And Cop It scheme. 

Roy Kavenagh, of Fort Hill, Margate, was 
fined £250 and ordered to pay £100 costs for 
allowing his dog to foul and failing to pick up 
after it in the Rendezvous car park, Margate. 

Three other cases saw fines of £125 hand¬ 
ed out, along with £100 costs. 

Peter Heard, of Addington Road, Margate, 
Joseph Horad, of Ethelbert Road, Margate, 
and Albena Ileiva, from London, were all 
fined for discarding cigarette ends in 
Margate High Street. 


In the final case, Barry Lester, of Trinity 
Square, Margate, was fined £50 and ordered 
to pay £228.74 costs. It came after he was 
seen allowing his dog to foul on council land 
at Dane Valley Road, Millmead. He refused 
to accept the fixed-penalty notice. 

In each case, the offender was ordered to 
pay £15 reparation costs. 

Zita Wiltshire, the council’s cabinet mem¬ 
ber for community services, said: “Once 
again, these cases show how seriously the 
courts take littering and the high level of 
fines and costs that can be handed out.

Nightclub is closed after 
clampdown on drug use 

COUNCIL leaders have given their full back¬ 
ing to a clampdown on drugs in nightclubs and 
pubs across the isle. 

It comes after a report that Club Compass in 
Ramsgate High Street was shut down after 
recording some of the highest levels of drug 
residue ever seen on the isle. 

Police say the owner was busted after writ¬ 
ing to police denying the club was a haven for 
drugs. Forensic experts who swabbed the 
envelope and letter she sent found that it was 
covered in particles of a Class A substance. 

Yesterday, Richard Nicholson, of Thanet 
council’s licensing committee, told Yourthanet 
he welcomed the tough police line. 

He said: “We take the strongest of views of 
drugs in licensed establishments and we fully 
back the efforts of the police and others to 
stamp this out. We have and will continue to 
come down hard on those who flout the rules 
and regulations.” 

Heroin 

Details of the Club Compass downfall were 
revealed after the owner failed to turn up for a 
licensing hearing last month at Thanet court. 

Pauline Terry, 47, was fined £1,000 by 
Thanet magistrates for five offences of breach¬ 
ing her licence, including selling alcohol and 
allowing live music. 

Police have revealed that they found the lev¬ 
els of ecstasy, heroin and cocaine were the 
highest ever recorded in the isle. 

Readings as high as 8.3 were taken in parts 
of the club, including the bar and toilets. By 
comparison, an order to close a crack-house can 
be made if it measures a reading of 4 or higher. 

Nigel Cruttenden, Kent Police’s licensing 
officer for east Kent, said: “This is a welcome 
result following thorough work by teams from 
both Kent Police and Thanet District Council. 

‘We would like to thank local residents in 
Ramsgate who supported us in this action.”

Climate change warning 
from feathered friends

CLIMATE change is having a 
clearly detectable impact on some 
species of bird already struggling 
to survive in Kent. 

This month a group of scientists published 
findings that comprise the first indicator of the 
impact of climate change on wildlife across 
Europe. 

The scientists say they show a strong link 
between the already-observed population 
changes of individual species and the project¬ 
ed range alterations associated with climate 
change among common European birds. 

By pulling both sets of data together, the 
team has compiled an indicator showing how 
climate change is affecting wildlife. 

Willow tit, wood warbler and lesser spotted 
woodpecker are all in the top ten worst¬ 
performing European species. All three still 
breed in south-east England, but at a dwin¬ 
dling number of sites. 

However, the region’s proximity to mainland 
Europe means it will be one of the first parts 
of the UK to see other species attempting to 
extend their range as our climate changes. 

Cetti’s warbler, which already breeds in 
Kent, is likely to increase its range, while the 
goldfinch, still a common bird here, is set to 
become more numerous. 

The exotic-looking hoopoe is likely to extend 
its range to these shores, as are Sardinian and 
subalpine warblers and the European bee- 

Hester Phillips, of RSPB South East, said: 
“While we may soon start to see colourful and 
exotic-looking hoopoes and bee-eaters in the 
country more frequently, this paper shows us

that, on the whole, climate change is bad news 
for wildlife.” 

The RSPB’s Dr Richard Gregory is the 
paper’s lead author. He said: ‘We hear a lot 
about climate change, but this shows its 
effects are being felt right now. The number of 
species being badly affected outnumber the 
species that might benefit by three to one. 

“Although we have only had a very small 
actual rise in global average temperature, it is 


staggering how much change we are noticing 
in wildlife populations. If we don’t take our 
foot off the gas now, our indicator shows there 
will be much worse to come. We must keep 
global temperature rise below the two-degree 
ceiling. Anything above this will create havoc.” 

Of the 122 species surveyed, 30 are antici¬ 
pated to increase their range, while the 
remaining 92 are anticipated to decrease 
theirs.

Deadly serious 
about dangers of 
high-speed track 

A CAMPAIGN urging youngsters to stay 
away from the high-speed line which runs 
across the county is warning trespassers 
that trains can now run at more than 
180mph. 

Schools and youth groups across Kent 
will be shown a DVD about the dangers 
posed by trains travelling between London 
St Pancras and the Channel Tunnel at 
Folkestone. 

Locos can reach more than double the 
speed of domestic rail services along the 
high-speed track. 

Network Rail and British Transport 
Police said they were aiming to prevent a 
needless tragedy by alerting young people 
to the dangers. 

Trains running on the 66-mile line can 
cover more than 80 metres a second and 
take more than a minute to come to a 
standstill from maximum speed. 

The 12-minute DVD features a series of 
demonstrations by the ‘Trainiacs’ which 
show how much turbulence the locos create, 
how quiet they are and what would happen 
if someone were to be struck by one. 

Ch Supt Mark Newton said: “Trespassing 
on or interfering with the railway is 
extremely dangerous and you could end up 
with a criminal record. 

“Penalties range from fines to a prison 
sentence. However, the greatest deterrent 
should be the fact that you could be serious¬ 
ly injured or even lose your life.”

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Fishmongers push the boat out 

Tuck into fish of the day to help keep trade afloat

IF YOU time your visit to parts 
of our coastline just right, you can 
catch a glimpse of a trade which 
has defined so much of our county. 

With the crunch of shingle under foot, the 
sight of fishing boats being pulled up on to 
the shore remains an impressive sight. 

And as the nets are gathered up and the 
boxes of fish are unloaded, you are remind¬ 
ed just how rich the waters which surround 
this county are. 

From the round fish of bass, red mullet, 
dog fish and cod in the winter to the flat fish 
of Dover sole, dabs, plaice and lemon sole in 
the summer, the harvest is an ever changing 
feast of tastes and sensations. 

And that’s before examining the shellfish 
which has put the likes of Whitstable and its

Andy Cooke has run Griggs fish¬ 
mongers in Hythe for the last ten 
years. A chef by profession, working 
at some of the top London restau¬ 
rants, he moved from the kitchens to 
the coal face to take over the day-to- 
day running of a company which has 
fished the south coast shores for 
more than 130 years. 

His is the classic business - a stone’s 
throw from the sea’s edge, the fish makes a 
journey of just yards from boat to shop. 

He explains: “If you’re lucky enough, you 
can time it just right that you come here as 
the fish is being off-loaded from the boats. 

“You can, if you like, actually select what 
you want while the fish are still flapping. 
It’s not always the best solution as fish, like 
meat, needs to relax slightly and should be 
left a few hours, but people like the idea of 
selecting it when it’s that fresh.” 

And, quite frankly, who can blame them? 

Varieties 

Kent’s coastline is teeming with life that 
has sustained local fisherman for years. But 
it is no easy task and in recent years, EU fish¬ 
ing quotas has made a tough job even harder. 
The tight limits on the numbers of fish being 
caught is both frustrating and hard-hitting 
on their bottom line. 

“It is hard for fisherman to make a living 
given the quotas,” explains Mr Cooke, 

“And we have to look at fishing other vari¬ 
eties of fish. Which makes it more interest¬ 
ing. We explain to customers about what 
else is on offer and we are always happy to 
advise on how best to cook varieties per¬ 
haps they have not tried before.” 

The impact on fishing families has, at 
times, been harsh. They still exist but are 
something of a declining breed. Which is 
why it is, as an industry, desperate to 
encourage the folk of Kent to shop local.

Mr Cooke adds: “We have to go 
back maybe 30 or 40 years to how 
people used to shop. You always 
shopped locally, you shopped for 
freshness and you shopped daily 
“Keeping it local keeps the local 
economy alive and it’s not travelling 
a million miles. Everyone is aware of 
food miles.” 

The scale of the investment too is 
quite remarkable. Griggs employs 
around 13 staff, with boats fishing 
Hythe, Dungeness, Folkestone and 


from 

Whitstable. 

It is a big commitment, but this is the 
local economy at a grassroots scale. Every 
pound invested in its products, filters back 
into the county’s economy. And in this day 
and age, every penny helps. 

“If you have a fine fish like a turbot 
brought in on the Hythe coast here, why the 
hell would you import something from 
around the world?” says Mr Cooke.

I had plenty of practical experience, having 
worked in virtually every kind of environ¬ 
ment, from the basement of a nuclear defence 
bunker to the roof of Canterbury Cathedral, 
but along with my City & Guilds electrical 


qualifications that experience was virtually 
worthless if I could no longer perform heavy 
manual tasks. After the worst six months of 
recuperation, though still in pain, I was begin¬ 
ning to get extremely restless and I started to 
look for an alternative career. 

I had done a lot of representative and advo¬ 
cacy work with colleagues in the electricity 
industry and I decided that training and 
working with the Citizens Advice Bureau 
might be a good idea. That decision proved to 
be one of the best I’ve ever made. 

I didn’t know it at the time, but the nine 
months of first-class intensive training and a 
further nine months working as a volunteer 
adviser led to a degree-level qualification in 
interpersonal skills and my next role, helping 
students at Thanet College. 

After five wonderful years at the college, I 
ended up running the student welfare unit 
and got myself elected to both Thanet council 


and the county council. My 25 years of manu¬ 
al work gave me a good local grounding and 
the five years working with young people at 
Thanet College was a very positive experience 
indeed, but it was the 18 months with the 
CAB that proved absolutely priceless. 

That relatively short period changed my life 
and provided me with a wide range of know¬ 
ledge and skills that have proved invaluable 
as a district and county councillor. 

So my message is this: if you have some 
spare time, be it enforced or just through luck, 
make the most of it and try volunteering. It 
could well bring you more happiness than you 
ever thought possible and you have absolutely 
no idea just where it could lead.

What does your job at Thanet 
Community Safety Partnership entail? 

A Community Safety Officer (CSO) deals with many 
aspects of the community and the council with regards to 
crime and fear of crime. 

Mostly the position is about co-ordinating all partner 
agencies and the meetings that involve them, prioritising 
issues to ensure the best outcome for the community. 

When a problem arises in a particular area of Thanet 
with regards to crime, a CSO will set up and co-ordinate 
a Task and Finish Group. This is a group that enables all 
the partner agencies to partake in some joint working to 
progress on actions set by the group in tackling the issue. 

How does your work benefit Thanet? 

We are now the most improving CDRP (Crime and 
Disorder Reduction Partnership) in Kent. Levels of crime 
are decreasing and residents are saying that they feel 
safer in the area. 

By giving feedback to residents on the work that goes 
in, it reassures them we are heading towards a better

ID cards scheme is 
just a waste of cash

Mr Huhne commented in his 
letter: “Essentially this means 
the Government have no plans 
to offer a discount to pensioners.” 

Liberal Democrats, unlike the 
Conservatives, have always 
opposed the introduction of 
identity cards for British citizens 
and for foreign citizens. 

We should scrap the whole 
scheme and spend the money 
on our police force - we could 
put at least an extra 10,000 
officers on the streets of our 
country for this money.

It's been four years since soulful singer Lemar has been to

EMILY Blunt had no time for play¬ 
ing princesses when she was a lit¬ 
tle girl, but she was prepared to do 
anything to portray Queen Victoria 
in her latest film.

We all know what 
it is like to be a teenager, to stubbornly think 
we know it all and to actually be in a job which 
is way over your head, not to mention being 
deeply in love for the first time. She had such 
zest for life at a young age and would talk with 
such passion about the people she loved, 
opera, even food.” 

Filming took place in some of the country’s 
most historic locations, including Blenheim 
Palace, Hampton Court Palace and Belvoir 


Castle, to remain as authentic as possible. 

The movie has some royal standing - it was 
co-produced by Sarah, Duchess of York, and 
her eldest daughter Princess Beatrice has a 
cameo as a lady-in-waiting. 

“She was very friendly and carried my train, 
which was very nice and ironic. She’s very 
good-natured, patient and a very nice girl. 
People think that she is in the film a lot 
because I get asked that all the time, but she’s 
only in one scene,” Emily says. 

Playing a Queen of England has won awards 
for Dame Judi Dench, Cate Blanchett and 
Dame Helen Mirren, but Emily refuses to be 
drawn into the debate. 

“To follow in their footsteps is very tricky, 
because they’re all people I admire,” she says.

Prices are still dropping 
but interest on the up 

HOUSE prices dropped by 1.3 per cent 
in February, bringing them to their low¬ 
est level since March 2005, according to 
property analysts Chesterton Humberts’ 
House Price Poll of Polls. 

The average house price is now 
£165,727, down from 16.1 per cent year 
on year from February 2008 and falling 
£32,185 from its peak in January 2008. 

Flats and terraces fared worst in the 
poll, with year-on-year declines of 17.6 
per cent and 16.9 per cent. House prices 
fell in all regions of the UK in February 
2009, with the exception of Scotland, 
where prices were flat. 

Robert Bartlett, chief executive of 
Chesterton Humberts, said: “While the 
decline appears to be slowing, the con¬ 
tinuing drop in house prices highlights 
the need for the Government to do more 
to assist recovery in the property sector. 

“The welcome news Northern Rock 
will be increasing mortgage lending 
needs to be followed up with a range of 
fiscal measures, including tax cuts and 
incentives for first-time buyers, similar 
to that implemented in the United States. 

‘We are seeing strong demand for prop¬ 
erty, but this will not translate into sales 
until lending and tax issues are resolved.” 

Increased supply cuts 
average rent values 

EXCESS supply and falling rents is a 
“pattern replicated over most of the UK”, 
according to FindaProperty rental index. 

Average rents for February of this year 
were £830 per calendar month, down 
£10 from January and £42 pcm com¬ 
pared with February 2008. 

FindaProperty said a surge in supply 
had pushed asking prices down by 1.2 
per cent in February and by 4.8 per cent 
over the year. 

However, the rental index also discov¬ 
ered how increased tenant activity 
had reduced the average time a property 
was on the market by one day to 70 days 
over the month. 

But time on the market remains up 15 
days year-on-year.

THE Government has been urged 
by housing groups to build its way 
out of recession by investing bil¬ 
lions of pounds into putting up 
100,000 new affordable homes over 
the next two years. 

With British construction and manufactur¬ 
ing hit hard by the financial downturn, the 
newly-formed 2020 Group says building more 
homes will give a boost to the economy, save 
thousands of construction jobs, avoid serious 
skills shortages and help stimulate long-term 
market stability. 

The 2020 Group, chaired by Kate Barker, the 
Prime Minister’s influential former housing 
adviser, says significant extra financial invest¬ 
ment is needed to keep supply going, support¬ 
ing private building and creating 100,000 new 
social homes over the next two years. 

Along with Ms Barker, the group consists of 
the National Housing Federation housing 
charity Shelter, the Local Government 
Association (LGA) and the TUC. 

Despite Government pledges to build thou¬ 
sands of new homes, the credit crunch has 
meant a collapse in house prices and lending, 
a severe drop in house-building and an esti¬ 
mated 450,000 job losses in the construction 
industry between 2008 and 2010. 

Federation chief executive David Orr said: 
“The group’s proposed house-building pro¬ 
gramme could kick-start the economy, save 
jobs and deliver new homes for more than 
200,000 people. 

“This is a one-off chance for the Government 
to stimulate the economy and help meet hous¬ 
ing need in one fell swoop.” 

Mr Orr added: Without radical action many 
people in construction will lose their jobs and 
up to five million people could find themselves 
on housing waiting lists by the end of 2010. 

“This is the Government’s chance to help us 


to make sure neither of these things happens.” 

Figures for 2007 show 6,660 households in 
the South East were accepted as homeless, 
with 6,760 living in temporary accommo¬ 
dation. Last week the Ministry of Justice pub¬ 
lished its mortgage and landlord possession 
statistics, showing repossession orders rose by 
10 per cent in the South East during the last 
three months of 2008 compared with figures 
for the same time in 2007. 

Unsustainable 

The 2020 group says a major house-building 
programme would help put the industry and 
the economy back on its feet, provide homes 
for some of the half-million households who 
are living in bad housing, help forestall a 
return to unsustainable house price inflation 


and provide a lifeline to the 1.77 million 
households on council housing waiting lists. 

The 2020 Group’s call comes as PM Gordon 
Brown and Chancellor Alastair Darling work 
towards announcing a major financial stimu¬ 
lus package in April’s budget. The group wants 
major investment in house-building included 
in the Government’s figures as a certain way 
of supporting the economy. 

Ms Barker said: “Support for housing today 
offers excellent value in terms of sustaining 
economic activity and reduces the risk of a 
very severe loss of capacity in the housing and 
related industries. “There is real concern that 
the present fall in home-building is sowing the 
seeds of the next boom.” 

She added: “Social housing waiting lists are 
rising. This package meets an urgent need.” 


Developer announces pre-tax losses 


A MASSIVE drop in sales and a write-down 
in the value of assets because of the property 
market fall-off led to a £78.7 million pre-tax 
loss for Kent company Bovis Homes last year. 

That compared with a £123.6 million prof¬ 
it in 2007. But the housebuilder, which has 
its head office at New Ash Green, said it was 
hopeful that activity would begin to improve 
as lower house prices and interest rates fed 
through into the market. 

However, it warned that trying to work out 
the timing of the improvement was not good 
and that it was digging in for a continuation 
of current market conditions. 

It has renewed bank loans - a positive sign 
about its stability - and started 2009 with a 
large number of finished stock homes which 
it aims to sell at a good margin. 

The company has secured 772 reservations 
for legal completion in 2009, compared with

1,262 at the same point in 2008. 

Despite this 39 per cent fall, Bovis said the 
330 reservations from private buyers in the 
first nine weeks of the year represented a 22 
per cent improvement on the same point a 
year earlier. 

During 2008 Bovis cut its workforce by 60 
per cent from 1,039 to 441 following a recruit¬ 
ment freeze and two rounds of job cuts. 

It cut its building programme from 3,500 
units to 1,782, while only 173 plots were 
added to the land bank during 2008. 

The average selling price of legal comple¬ 
tions fell from £179,500 to £150,800, which 
Bovis said reflected the weaker market and 
a shift towards social housing.

too; you never feel the Aveo will lose itself, but 
more certainty would be good. 

Not surprisingly, this sloppy feel benefits the 
car’s ride quality; it can still be crashy on a 
poorly maintained country road, but everyday 
comfort is better than average. 

Motorway refinement is also not bad, but 
engine and wind noise intrude. 

Our flagship 1.4-litre LT five-door looks 
expensive at £9,545, but you should expect a 
discount and it comes with alloys, front fogs, a 
rear spoiler, leather trimmed steering wheel 
with audio controls and even a folding table on 
the back of the front passenger seat. 

On the other hand, more basic’ versions 
exemplify Chevy’s long-running strength as 
General Motors’ value brand and why it has 
made such gains in market share - its UK 
slice grew by more than a quarter last year, 
and will surely grow as the nation tightens its 
belt over the next 12 months. 

Keep your ‘Chevy levy’ low by opting for 
cheaper models then and you will buy a small 
hatchback that undercuts many bargain 
rivals yet offers distinctive styling and more 
interior space. 


CHEVROLET launched a new 
supermini and a new name last 
year - or did it? 

The new Aveo has Chevy’s new corporate 
two-part grille with a crossbar wearing the US 
brand’s gold ‘bowtie’ badge. 

View from side on though and it is clear that 
much has been carried over from the Daewoo 
Kalos design the Aveo has replaced. 

Fortunately, the interior looks far better 
than the old Kalos, with improved materials, 
comfortable seats and a well-arranged dash 
though there is still scratch-prone ‘silver’ plas¬ 
tic - already showing wear and tear on our 
flagship LT-spec test car and likely to become 
shabby after 10-20,000 miles.

Avoid banana skin of 
compensation claims 

TWO of the most common causes of acci¬ 
dents on premises where the public have 
access are slips and trips, so firms can 
save millions in compensation claims by 
taking a little care and attention. 

That’s the message to Kent companies 
from Ray Johnson of Folkestone-based 
Independent Insurance Services. He said: 
“A simple slip or trip can lead to a totally 
disproportionate claim. It’s important that 
businesses minimise risks. This includes 
not only buildings but car parks, yards 
and walk ways.” 

He recommends making sure premises 
are well lit and in good condition, whether 
access surfaces get slippeiy, and to make 
sure there is nothing to trip over. 

He added: “Employees need to be briefed 
as to the risks and trained to take imme¬ 
diate action if anything is dropped or haz¬ 
ards are left in open areas. Special care 
needs to be taken when doing work on the 
premises or employing subcontractors. 

‘Work must be carefully planned and it 
is crucial to select a competent contractor 
and ensure that if you are using your own 
employees that they have the right skills. 
And ensure contractors have adequate 
insurance. 

“There was a recent case when a mem¬ 
ber of the public slipped on a flower petal 
in front of a railway station stall. 

“Damages were eventually awarded at 
£1.5 million. Slips and trips can be veiy 
expensive and most can be avoided with 
care and attention.” 

Thousands see the gain 

LAST year 6,374 employees across Kent 
and Medway gained qualifications 
through Train to Gain, a training pro¬ 
gramme run by the Learning and Skills 
Council, according to latest figures. 

More than 10,000 have signed up for 
this year, an increase of more than 30 per 
cent. The LSC says that despite the credit 
crunch employers in the county are still 
seeing the benefits. The LSC works with 
Kent Partnership, Kent Economic Board 
and a sub-groups such as the 
Employment and Skills Board to help 
identify local learning and skills needs. 


Is more-than-profit 
your route to Eden?

WANNABE entrepreneurs are being urged to think about 
going for what are called social enterprises instead of the 
usual business model of just go-for-profit. 


They obviously do make profits, but 
they also have social and environmen¬ 
tal targets. Think the Eden Project in 
Cornwall, the Big Issue magazine 
group and Jamie Oliver’s north 
London restaurant Fifteen. 

Business people often talk about the 
“bottom line”, meaning profits, but 
with social enterprises they talk of the 
“triple bottom line” - trading in goods 
or services for social and environmen¬ 
tal aims as well. 

Some commentators say they are 
not-for-profit firms, lumping them in 
with outfits such as straight charities 
in the third sector or social economy. 

But, more accurately, they are 
“more-than-profit” firms - the more 
businesslike end of the third sector. 

Motivated 

So, that’s what they are, but are they 
worth going for? If you can come up 
with another Eden Project, you bet, 
but there are many successful ones 
with lower profiles. 

Kent people wanting to check out 
the idea can go along to a free work¬ 
shop on social enterprises being run by 
Business Link, the Government-fund¬ 
ed business advice and support serv¬ 
ice. 

It’s at 2pm at the Marriott Tudor 
Park Hotel and Country Club, 
Maidstone, on Monday, April 6. 

Jennifer Bentley, customer services 
manager at Business Link, said: 
“Many people are motivated to set up 
an organisation which will benefit the 
community or an issue which they feel 
passionately about.

“We offer specific support and work¬ 
shops to give new social enterprises 
the best chance of survival. The work¬ 
shops are suitable for business owners 
with little previous knowledge or expe¬ 
rience of social enterprise to find out 
whether this is a viable model for their 
venture.” 

Apparently, about seven per cent of 
small- and medium-sized enterprises 
(SMEs) in the South East are defined 
as social enterprises. 

According to Business Link 
research, a key barrier for them is a 
lack of general awareness and under¬ 
standing of what they are. A survey of 
1,200 owners and managers revealed 
that 77 per cent had either not heard 
of the term or had no idea what it 
meant. 

Business Link has designed the 
workshops to help delegates consider 
the issues identified in the research, 
such as how to find and attract finance 
and choose the best legal status. 
Workshop participants will leave with 
a list of next steps. 

Social enterprises can be set up as 
one of a number of legal entities, for 
example, as a community interest 
company (CIC), industrial and provi¬ 
dent society (IPS), or companies limit¬ 
ed by guarantee and shares.
